These prompt ineasiires on the part 


of Sheriff Anderson resulted in Cost- 
ley's -capture at Columbus on the nest 
day, Thursday, January 1, at 8 o'clock 


p. m., a little, over one day ancl a half 
after his escape. He was recaptured 
by Officer William Sweinberger, who 


had seen one of the Sheriff's postal 
cards, and noticed the colored man on 
Third street. The man's peculiar walk 
attracted his attention which tallied 
with description of Costley given; in 
the postal card. The officer followed 
him to a place on Third street, going 
in by the front door, and anofcner offi- 
cer wlio happened to come in by the 
rear door, blocked Costley's escape. 


Officer SweinbeFger arrested Costley 


an<d telegraphed Sheriff Anderson on 
Thursday night that he tlhought.he had 
his man. The Sheriff and Deputy Wil- 
liam Linke went over to Columbus this 
morning and discovered it was the lost 
bird. Sheriff Anderson asked Costley 
on Ms way to Newark why he escaped 
and Costley said. "I had a chance, ancl

Co'stley has a record as a jail break- 


er. He escaped from bhe county jail 
when Sheriff Chilcote was in charge, 
on December 14, 1895, letting out four 
otier prisoners. On January 10. 189S, 
he escaped from the Reformatory at 
Mansfield, where-he was confined un- 
der sentence, and finally on December 
31, he broke jail here, where he was 
confined, awaiting the accion of the 
grand jury on a charge of burglarizing1

That com- 
paratively small amount would exist, 
anyway, but there is nothing that 
would surely wipe out the rest except 
the abolition of the cause. Nine-tenths 


of the monopoly in this country is 
caused by the prohibitive tariff.

He spoke part of the time in 


German, part in Dutch and part in 
English and repeated an old folklore 
song popular among the Dutch of South 
Africa. 'The Cows Arc In the Ciover.' 
When Mr. Wachter spoke of Fritz 
llcnter, the principal author in Platt- 
deutsch, which is spoken in par£ of 
northern Germany, Denmark and Hol- 
land, the president at once referred to 
tho works of Reuter. 


"He is a wonderful man—majestic in 


personality, crisp in conversation, trni 
in the expression of his ideas and one 
of the best posted men in America on 
German affairs —not merely German 
politics, but German history and litera- 
ture."

Mr. Austin's first address sketched 


the international 
commerce of 
tbe 


world during the last century, which, 
he said, had grown from $1,500,000.000 
in 1800 to .$20,000,000,000 in 1000, while 
population was increasing from about 
000,000,000 to 1,500,000.000, this re- 
markable growth of commerce being 
due to the application of steam, steel 
aud electricity to transportation and 
communication. 


The second address traced the growth 


of foreign commerce of the United 
States from about §100,000,4)00 of do- 
mestic exports and net imports.in 1SOO 
to over $2.000,000,000 in 1900, a growth 
which had brought the United States 
to the head of the world's list of export- 
ing nations. The third address told the 
story of the growth of the internal com- 
merce of the United States during the 
century, which had developed with the 
growth of the transportation systems 
from ?2,000,000,000 iu value in 1S50 tc 
$20.000,000,000 in 1900, or as much 'in 
1900 as the entire foreign commerce of 
the world. 


In the fourth lecture the commerce 


of tbe Atlantic was shown to have 
grown from about $1,000,000,000 in 1800 
to 512,000,000.000 in 1900. The fifth ad- 
dress related to tbe commerce of the 
Pacific, which is now about $2,500,000,- 
000 yearly. The sixth and closing ad- 
dress discussed the rapidly growing de- 
mand of the temperate zones for trop- 
ical productions, the tropical imports _ 
of the United States alone amounting 
to $1,000,000 a day, and suggested that 
the capital and energy of the temperate 
zone will in the near future be applied 
to the development of the tropics.

WHAT iS WEIGHT? 


A Simple L,e»ou, In Sclctico That 


Boyn ana GlrU Can L'nderntand. 


The common notion of weight is tha 


it is tbe bcavlucss of a body, but whlla 
we have a clear perception of what 
that means it does not fully oxplvlu 
the questions Perhaps it might be wel 
to get right down to the bottom of tne 
matter, which we can do in a few 
Ivords. 


When we drop a ball. It falls to the 


earth, aud we say that it falls because 
of its weight. That is partly but not 
wholly true. The distinction is a fine 
one, but it must be made to make us 
thoroughly understand the point. The 
ball falls because it is attracted to tho 
earth by gravitation, a force that per- 
vades the universe. The tendency of a 
body to approach the earth's surface is 
callqd gravity. Now, when a body is 
held up or prevented from following 
the impulse of gravity it presses on 
whatever holds or supports it more or 
less strongly, according to the force 
with which it is attracted. This down- 
ward pressure of resistance to gravity 
is what is known as weight—the meas- 
ure of the force with which a body is 
drawn toward the earth. 


If, therefore, the earth contained 


twice as much matter, as it now con- 
tains it would have twice as great an 
attraction for a body, and as the body 
would have twice as rnneh gravity to 
resist in falling it would have twice as 
much weight. 


The weight of a body is greatest of 


j course at the surface of the earth, and 
it diminishes by a regular law in going 
above the surface and descending be- 
low it. 
A body that weighs 1,000 


pounds at the surface would weigh 
only 750 pounds at'a distance of 1,000 
miles below the surface. At a distance 
of 2,000 miles below it would weigh 
500 pounds. 
At a distance of 3,000 


miles- below 
it 
would 
weigh 
250 i 


pounds, and at the center, 4,000 miles 
below, it would weigh nothing. 


Ascending from the surface the rule 


is different—the weight diminishes as 
the square of tbe distance from the 
center increases. An object that weighs 
1,000 pounds at the surface, for exam- 
ple, will weigh only 250 pounds 4,000 
miles above tbe surface, which is 8,000 
miles above the center, or, in other 
words, twice the surface distance.

should find that it weighed only 995 
pounds.- 


There are two reasons for this. First 


the equatorial diameter is about twen 
ty-six and a balf miles greater than 
the polar diameter, and the object 
would therefore be farther from the 
center and subject to less attraction. 
Then the centrifugal force is greater 
at the equator, and this tends to coun- 
teract the downward attraction, thus 
making tbe weight less. 


The scientists tell us that if the 


earth rotated on. its axis seventeen 
times faster than it does now the cen- 
trifugal force at the equator would 
wholly counteract gravity, and objects 
would have no weight, and a still 
greater increase of rotation would re- 
sult in everything being thrown off the 
surface into space.
